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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,351,131 to Klepper et aL 

Regarding claim 1, Klepper et al. disclose a method and apparatus including a measuring 
tube housing closed in a vacuum tight manner within the internal chamber first and second 
cathodes and a common rod shaped anode connected to an anode voltage source (column 2 lines 
21-28), the cathodes (Fig. 3, element 48, Fig. 1 1, elements 1 12) are independent of each other as 
well as electrically insulated, of can-like shape and arranged coaxially with respect to the anode 
(Fig. 1 1, element 110) which extends through openings in the end surfaces of the cathodes, 
whereby the second cathode is positioned behind the first cathode disposed adjacent to the 
measuring opening and separate gas discharges are fulgurating between the cathodes and the 
anode (column 3 lines 49-55, column 5 lines 45-48), at least one opening in at least one end 
surface of the cathodes to form a flow resistance to contaminating/atmospheric gases (column 4 
lines 42-54), the second cathode is operatively connected to measuring and evaluation which 
define the gas pressure on the basis of the value of discharge current by the fulgurating gas 
discharge between the second cathode and the anode while the discharge path between the first 
cathode and the anode is formed as a gas purification/filtering device (column 8 lines 11-35). 
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Regarding claim 2, Klepper et al. disclose the first cathode arranged in the measuring 
tube housing for easy replacement (Fig. 3 element 48). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 3: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 3 is the inclusion of the conduit provided 
with vaporization protection. It is these features found in the claim, as they are claimed in the 
combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes 
this claim allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 4-6 are allowable due to their dependency on claim 3.
